City drivers are still distracted, but 
lucky for them, at least until now, 
police have been, too. 

While a September push to 
enforce the new legislation saw 
207 tickets issued, Edmonton 
Police Service officers handed out 
just 150 distracted-driving tickets 
in October. 

That number dropped to 89 in 
November, though the tally is not 
yet finalized. 

“I will admit we haven’t been 
giving (the distracted-driving law) 
the attention it deserves,” said Staff 
Sgt. Ted Hrebien of the EPS traffic 
section. 

Noting that a lack of resources 
is partly to blame, Hrebien said 
traffic officers focused their atten¬ 
tion in November and December 
on nabbing impaired drivers in 
checlcstops. 


Issued tickets 


► Ontario issued about 46,000 dis¬ 
tracted-driving tickets in 2010. 

► Saskatchewan police cited just 
1,636 drivers under similar 
legislation during that period. 

► Under Alberta’s distracted-driving 
law, in effect since Sept. 1, drivers 
caught using a handheld device 
or GPS, or doing activities such as 
eating, grooming or reading, 

| could be fined $172. 

► Of 207 infractions recorded in the 
city the first month, 188 were for 
using a handheld device. In Octo¬ 
ber, of 150 tickets issued, 143 
were for that same distraction. 

► Dialling 911 for a Curb the 
Danger or emergency call is 
allowed under the law. 

But with Christmas over, and 
an EPS focus on intersection safe¬ 
ty wrapping soon, police will be 
targeting drivers’ bad habits. 


“I expect people to 
obey the law. We don’t 
want a cop on every 
corner acting as Big 
Brother looking over 
our shoulders.”

“The law has been in effect since 
September and people are already 
returning to their old ways,” he 
said. “We will be cracking down 
again in the month of February.” 

Calgary fared better in its 
enforcement, issuing twice as 
many tickets — about 950 — in 
the first three months of the law. 

The Alberta solicitor general 
said he’d prefer a balance of 
enforcement and compliance over 
issuing thousands of tickets, as in 
Ontario and other provinces. 

“I don’t want Alberta to become 
a police state,” Jonathan Denis 
said.

A crime-troubled First 
Nation south of Edmon¬ 
ton has voted to give 
community leaders the 
power to evict suspect¬ 
ed gang members. 

When ballots were 
counted Wednesday 
night, the result was 
479 in favour and 369 
against the proposed 
bylaw, which must still 
be ratified by the 
Department of Indian 
Affairs. 

If that is done, it 
would mean any 25 resi¬ 
dents of the 7,000-mem¬ 
ber Samson Cree band 
in Hobbema could 
apply to have someone 
legally removed from 
the reserve. 

The plan to hold the 


vote was approved after 
the chief’s five-year-old 
grandson was killed by 
a gunshot in July while 
sleeping in his bedroom 
during a drive-by shoot¬ 
ing, but it also reflects 
concern about ongoing 
gang violence. 

Samson resident Roy 
Louis said people are 
fed up with crime, but 
there are also concerns 
that such evictions 
would mean gang mem¬ 
bers would simply 
move to one of the oth¬ 
er three reserves in the 
Hobbema area. 

“It is fine and dandy 
to have a bylaw to ban¬ 
ish some of the gang 
members, but it has to 
be in sync with the oth¬ 
er three nations,” Louis 
said. 

About a dozen gangs 
have been fighting over 
the drug trade in 
Hobbema’s four First 
Nations, where more 
than half of the 14,000 
residents are under 18 
years old.

Officer 
killed, five 
injured in 
Utah raid 

One officer was killed and 
five other drug task force 
members and a suspect 
were wounded in a gun- 
fight Wednesday evening 
during a raid in an Ogden 
neighbourhood, authori¬ 
ties said. 

The shots rang out be¬ 
fore 9 p.m. Wednesday as 
law-enforcement officers 
converged at a house on 
Jackson Avenue, police 
spokesman Lt. Tony Fox 
said. 

Ogden police said in a 
statement early Thursday 
that the agent who died 
from his wounds was Jared 
Francom, a seven-year vet¬ 
eran who is survived by his 
wife and two young chil¬ 
dren. Five others officers 
from multiple agencies re¬ 
mained hospitalized with 


serious to critical injuries. 
No more information on 
their conditions was re¬ 
leased. 

The sole suspect in the 
drug-related shooting was 
at a local hospital under 
guard, with non-life threat¬ 
ening injuries. 

No other names have 
been released. 

The shooting occurred 
as an anti-drug strike team 
was serving a warrant.

Reform not a sure 
thing: Suu Kyi 


Hosni Mubarak deserves 
to be hanged, prosecutors 
said Thursday, charging 
that the former Egyptian 
president bears full re¬ 
sponsibility for the killing 
of some 800 protesters 
during last year’s uprising 
against his rule. 

At Mubarak’s trial in 
Cairo, prosecutor Mustafa 
Khater gave a passionate 
speech demanding the 
death penalty for 
Mubarak, former interior 
minister Habib el-Adly and 
four of his police com¬ 
manders. 

“Retribution is the solu¬ 
tion. Any fair judge must 
issue a death sentence for 
these defendants,” said 
Khater, one of five prose¬ 
cutors in the case. 

His speech came on the 
last of three days of ses¬ 
sions in which the prose¬ 
cution laid out its case, 
after months of testimony 
by witnesses, aiming to 
show that Mubarak and 
el-Adly — who was in 
charge of the police — or¬ 
dered security forces to 
use deadly force against 
protesters. 

For separate corruption 
charges levelled against

with hard labour. Two po¬ 
lice commanders charged

But some observers 
were skeptical that the 
death sentence would ever 
be carried out if Mubarak 
is convicted. A conviction 
would be followed by an 
appeals process that the 
ailing 83-year-old’s lawyer 
would likely draw out, and 
Egypt’s military rulers 
have the power to veto a 
death sentence.

Canadians appear to be on a 
collision course with harsh 
reality when it comes to 
their increasingly unrealis¬ 
tic expectations for retiring 
early and comfortably.

B.C. not so against 
oil pipline: Poll 


Nearly half of British 
Columbians support En- 
bridge Inc.’s proposed 
Northern Gateway project, 
which would pass through 
the province, according to 
an Ipsos Reid poll conduct¬ 
ed on behalf of Enbridge. 

The survey, released 
Thursday, suggests 48 per 
cent of B.C. residents back 
the controversial $5.5-bil¬ 
lion project — 14 per cent 
of those strongly. On the 
flip side, 32 per cent oppose 


it — 13 per cent strongly. 
About 20 per cent said they 
were “undecided.” 

The project would carry 
some 525,000 barrels per 
day of Alberta crude to the 
West Coast for export to 
Asian countries. 

Regulatory hearings into 
the project begin next week 
in Kitimat, B.C. There has 
been vocal opposition from 
First Nations, environmen¬ 
tal and other groups.

Canadians 
feel down 
about their 
finances 

More Canadians are wor¬ 
ried about the economy and 
how they’ll fare in the 
midst of what many consid¬ 
er a mild recession, accord¬ 
ing to a survey released 
Thursday by the Economic 
Club of Canada. 

Many respondents were 
concerned about how the 
weaker economy will 
impact their personal 


finances. About 47 per cent 
said they believe income 
will fall below the cost of 
living. The poll, conducted 
in December, found that 
only 25 per cent of respon¬ 
dents said they felt 
optimistic about the 
economic prospects in the 
coming year. That’s down 
from a year earlier when 36 
per cent of respondents 
said they were optimistic. 

“This is the most 
pessimism we’ve seen, ex¬ 
cept for briefly in 2008, 
since 1996,” said Michael 
Marzolini, chairman of Pol- 
lara Strategic Insights, 
which conducted the 
survey, the Canadian press

Michalelc got his spot with 
a late rush, beating out 
Toronto’s Phil Kessel by 
42,144 votes. Kessel had 
been in line to be voted in 
during the election period. 

“It’s great, obviously, to 
see all four of us getting 
in,” Alfredsson said. “You 
look at Jason, Erik, and Mi¬ 
lan, too, they’ve had great 
starts to the season. If we 
would have had to choose 
one player, it would have 
been tough because they’ve 
all played great to start the 
season. To be able to all get 
in when it is in Ottawa, it’s 
going to be a special occa¬ 
sion for all of us and some¬ 
thing we’ll cherish forever, 
I’m sure.”

Goalie gets it done 


O Visentin shines in Canadian win over Finland for world junior bronze 


A depleted Canadian team 
dug into its reserves to beat 
Finland 4-0 and capture the 
bronze medal at the world 
junior hockey champi¬ 
onship Thursday. 

Down three players due 
to injuries and a suspen¬ 
sion, Canada extended the 
country’s streak of win¬ 
ning a medal in the tourna¬ 
ment to 14 consecutive 
years. 

Goaltender Mark 

Visentin was the feel-good 
story of the game. He 
stopped a second-period 
penalty shot and made a 
no-loolc, around-the-baclc 
save early in the third. He 
finished with 27 saves for

the shutout. 

“It was pretty wicked to 
watch the puck go off my 
shoulder and off the cross¬ 
bar,” said Visentin of the 
acrobatic save in the final 
period. “I just saw it out of 
the corner of my eye go in¬ 
to my glove when I was 
reaching for it. 

“I was kind of worried 
that I swept so far back 


that I put it in my own net, 
but once I saw it on the re¬ 
play and the crowd started 
to go nuts, I had a feeling it 
wasn’t in.” 

Visentin was in Cana¬ 
da’s goal in last year’s final 
in Buffalo, N.Y., where Rus¬ 
sia scored five third-period 
goals to win the gold 
medal. 

“Our best player was 
Mark Visentin who played 
outstanding and made big 
saves in each period,” said 
head coach Don Hay. “I’m 
really happy for Mark and 
what he’s gone through 
from last year’s tourna¬ 
ment. 

“He really competed 


hard and it’s great to see 
Mark play so well today 
and get the shutout.” 

Visentin had finished 
Canada’s 6-5 semifinal loss 
to Russia on Tuesday be¬ 
cause starter Scott Wedge- 
wood was injured in the 
second. The Canadians 
trailed 6-1 early in the third 
in that game but a spirited 
comeback fell just short. 

The short-staffed Cana¬ 
dians needed a big game 
from their goalie Thursday 
to get a medal and the 
Phoenix Coyotes prospect 
delivered. Visentin was 
named player of the game 
for Canada. 
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Sweden 
takes gold 
with OT 
win over 

Russia 

Milca Zibanejad scored at 
10:09 of overtime to lead 
Sweden to a 1-0 win over 
Russia in the champi¬ 
onship final of the world 
junior hockey champi¬ 
onship on Thursday. 

Zibanejad stole the 
puck from Russian 
forward Nikita Gusev be¬ 
fore breaking into the 
Russian zone and roofing a 
backhand shot over the 
blocker of Russian 
goaltender Andrei 
Makarov, who finished the 
game with 57 saves. 

The win gave Sweden 
only its second gold medal 
at the event and the coun¬ 
try’s first since 1981. It 
was the first time the two 
European nations had met 
in the world-junior gold- 
medal game since the 
tournament adopted a 
playoff format in 1996. 

Johan Gustafsson made 
17 saves in Sweden’s net 
for the shutout. 

Sweden dominated the 
first two periods of the 
game, outshooting the 
Russians 17-3 in the first 
period and 22-1 in the sec¬ 
ond. Despite the lopsided 
advantage, the Swedes 
couldn’t figure out a way 
to solve Makarov. 

Russian coach Valeri 
Bragin decided to go with 
Makarov in net instead of 
Andrei Vasilevski, who 
stopped 44-of-49 shots he 
faced before being pulled 
in Russia’s 6-5 semifinal 
win over Canada on Tues¬ 
day.
